it will be an eafy Matter for Courtiers, or others, 
when fo ,minded, to bribe a Majority, without 
putting themfelves tv much Expence ; for fince nine 
of the Diftricts, as appears by the Union-A@, have 
but five Electors each, and the other fix but four 
each ; when we come to have fich a Court as that 
of King Charles the 11) which did not grudge large 
Penfions to take Members off from the Duty they 
_ ow’d their Country, it will be no hard Matter for 
them to bribe the Majority of four or five Electors 
in each of thiofe Claffes; and by Confequence to 
have all the fifteen cs from Scotland, to vote
